Exemption  from  Export 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  made  an  Order  under  which  licences 
will  no  longer  be  required  for  the  export  of  transparent  cellulose 
wrapping. 

Key  Industry  Duty  Exemption 

The  Treasury  have  made  an  Order  under  Section  10  (5)  of 
the  Finance  Act,  1926,  exempting  copper  oxychloride  from  key 
industry  duty  from  December  20,  1939,  until  December  31,  1940. 

Price-Regulated  Goods

sories for  electric  torch  including  battery  and  bulb,  no  price  limit. 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  2d. 


Control  of  Sulphuric  Acid 

The  Control  of  Sulphuric  Acid  (No.  i)  Order  and  the  Direction 
No.  I  made  thereunder,  which  come  into  force  on  January  i, 
1940,  provide  that  the  production  and  sale  of  sulphuric  acid 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Supply,  and 
that  the  pre-war  prices  may  be  increased  by  from  12s.  6d.  a  ton 
to  17s.  a  ton  according  to  strength,  except  in  the  case  of  battery 
or  accumulator  acid,  where  the  increase  may  not  be  more  than 
15  per  cent.  Licences  are  not  required  by  buyers  of  sulphuric 
acid,  nor  are  they  required  by  producers  for  their  normal  trade.

Ipswich 

Committee  for  prevention  of  profiteering. — Messrs.  L. 
Piper  (president,  Ipswich  Branch,  Pharmaceutical  Society)  and 
S.  J.  Stearn,  J. P.  (chairman,  Ipswich  Branch,  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union),  have  been  appointed  to  a  committee  formed 
by  the  Ipswich  Chamber  of  Commerce,  from  representatives  of 
local  trade  organisations  and  the  Chamber,  to  assist  in  prevention 
of  profiteering  and  to  give  guidance  to  traders  on  this  subject. 

Incendiary  bombs. — A  lecture  on  "Incendiary  Bombs"  was 
given  to  the  Ipswich  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
December  12  by  Mr.  P.  G.  Corder,  A.M.I.C.E.  Mr.  Corder,  who 
gave  a  course  of  anti-gas  lectures  to  Ipswich  chemists  and  their 
staffs  earlier  in  the  year,  explained  the  composition  of  incendiary 
bombs  and  their  action,  going  on  to  the  methods  of  extinguishing 
and  of  dealing  with  persons  overcome  by  heat  and  smoke.  A  vote 
of  thanks  was  proposed  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  L.  Piper). 

Liverpool 

Vehicles  converted  for  producer  gas. — In  view  of  the 
operation  of  petrol  rationing,  which  limits  the  mileage  potential 
of  the  delivery  vehicles,  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd., 
Liverpool,  are  equipping  a  number  of  their  vans  and  lorries  with 
gas-producers.  Mr.  J.  W.  Wright  (a  director)  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Industrial  Transport  Association, 
stated  that  it  will  be  thus  possible  for  a  van  to  travel  170  miles 
on  a  consumption  of  one-and-a-half  cwt.  of  anthracite. 

Missing  drugs  found. — Two  canisters,  one  containing  8,000 
capsules  made  up  of  strychnine  and  arsenic  and  the  other  8,000 
capsules  of  carbonate  of  iron,  which  were  dispatched  from  the 
warehouse  of  a  Liverpool  wholesaler,  were  found  to  be  missing 
when  the  van  arrived  at  its  destination.  The  canister  containing 
the  carbonate  of  iron  capsules  was  found  near  Widnes ;  it  had 
been  run  over  by  a  vehicle  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  contents 
was  crushed ;  the  remainder  of  the  capsules  were  damaged  by 
the  rain.

— First-aid  lectures  for 
Willesden  pharmacists  have  been  arranged  to  be  held  at  the 
Brondesbury  Park  Church,  Wrentham  Avenue,  N.W.6.  The  first 
will  be  on  Thursday,  January  4,  1940,  at  2.30  p.m.  The  course 
will  not  exceed  nine  weekly  sessions  of  two  hours  each  and  members 
should  bring  their  own  British  Red  Cross  Society  "First-aid 
Manual  No.  i."  All  members  who  sat  the  anti-gas  examination 
have  passed.  Full  particulars  of  the  new  series  of  lectures  can

Women  pharmacists'  supper. — The  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists  held  a  supper-party  on  December  5,  when 
the  chief  guest  and  speaker  was  Mr.  H.  W.  Wallis  (treasurer  of 


the  Pharmaceutical  Society).  Proceedings  throughout  were 
informal.  The  president  of  the  Association  (Miss  F.  M.  Harvey) 
welcomed  Mr.  Wallis  and  the  other  guests,  among  whom  were 
Mrs.  Irvine  and  Mr.  Howells  (members  of  the  Society's  Council), 
Mr.  D.  R.  Evans  (president.  Western  Pharmacists'  Association), 
and  Mr.  F.  B.  Royal  (chairman,  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists). 
Mr.  Wallis  dealt  with  the  financial  problems  the  Society  now  has 
to  face  on  a  considerably  reduced  income.  The  Council's  decision 
to  complete  the  external  building  of  the  new  headquarters 
received  high  praise,  as  did  Mr.  Wallis'  report  that  the  Society 
would,  he  thought,  be  able  to  carry  on  most  of  its  activities  and 
services.  Many  questions  were  asked.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Wallis  was  proposed  by  Mrs.  Irvine  and  seconded  by  Miss 
Blundell. 

Manchester 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  (a  member  of  council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  branch  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  December  13, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  in  the  chair.  Mr.  McNeal's  subject  was  "The 
Government,  Pharmacy  and  the  Public."  He  dealt  first  with  the 
Bill  for  pharmacy  which  had  been  submitted  for  consideration 
early  in  1935,  with  the  approval  of  the  Harrow  Branch.  He 
acknowledged  service  rendered  to  him  by  the  Manchester  office 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  placing  at  his  disposal  a 
bound  volume  of  the  C.  (Sr  D.  containing  his  article  on  the  Bill, 
and  went  on  to  press  for  the  establishment  of  a  Pharmaceutical 
Army  Corps,  to  secure  for  the  Forces  a  proper  and  adequate 
pharmaceutical  service  and  gain  the  recognition  for  which  the 
Council  had  been  fighting.  He  pressed  for  closer  consultation 
and  co-operation  between  the  Society  and  the  Government 
departments  on  all  matters  affecting  pharmacy.  Lack  of  this 
was  evident  from  the  neglect  to  provide  a  pharmaceutical 
dispensing  service  when  the  evacuee  scheme  was  carried  out. 
The  Ministry  had  consulted  the  British  Medical  Association  and 
come  to  an  arrangement  with  them,  and  the  Society  had  been 
ignored.  As  a  statutory  body  they  ought  to  have  some  influence 
in  Government  departments.  What  was  wanted  was  better  and 
stronger  representation  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Replying  to 
questions,  Mr.  McNeal  said  that  in  the  recommendation  to  appoint 
250  pharmacists  for  service  in  the  army  there  had  been  no  dis- 
crimination by  the  Society.  Pharmacists  who  were  out  of  em- 
ployment were  first  recommended  and  then  men  in  the  districts 
where  the  hospitals  would  be  located.  He  agreed  that  there 
should  be  some  limitation  of  pharmacies.  From  the  professional 
standpoint  it  was  better  to  have  a  well-equipped,  stocked  and 
adequately  staffed  pharmacy  in  a  district  than  a  number  of 
small  ones.  Newly  qualified  men  would  automatically  be  added 
to  the  National  Register.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  the 
president  of  the  Association  (Miss  J.  Roberts,  M.Sc). 

Irish  Notes 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

Mr.  John  McDowell,  335  Donegall  Road,  Belfast,  was  elected 
President  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  at  a  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee,  December  5.  His  election  was  proposed  by 
the  outgoing  president  (Mr.  E.  A.  Richey),  seconded  by  Mr.  J. 
Adams  and  unanimously  agreed  to.  Mr.  McDowell  said  they  had 
done  him  a  great  honour  in  electing  him  president,  an  honour  he 
fully  appreciated.  When  he  looked  at  the  list  of  past-presidents 
he  could  not  but  feel  the  responsibility  they  had  placed  on  his 
shoulders.  "  I  enter  upon  my  term  of  office  fully  conscious  of  the 
duties  it  entails,"  he  went  on ;  "these  I  promise  to  carry  out  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  knowing  that  I  will  have  the  loyal  assist- 
ance and  full  co-operation  of  the  committee.  During  my  year 
of  office  I  do  not  propose  to  introduce  any  new  or  elaborate 
schemes;  rather  I  will  confine  myself  to  completing  the  old. 
Our  first  duty  is  to  assist  the  Government  in  every  way  possible 
to  bring  this  war  to  a  speedy  and  successful  end.  To  do  this 
efficiently  we  must  organise  ourselves  so  that  we  can  speak  and 
act  as  one  body,  and  maintain  the  service  to  the  people  in  war- 
time which  we  have  been  accustomed  to  give  in  time  of  peace. 
The  next  thing  is  our  duty  to  ourselves.  In  this  respect  member- 
ship must  be  increased.  We  have  still  a  considerable  number  of 
chemists  in  Ulster  outside  our  Association.  I  would  suggest 
that  a  synopsis  of  the  aims  and  work  of  this  Association  should 
be  sent  to  non-members  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity,  put 
in  the  form  of  a  letter  from  the  committee,  or,  if  you  wish,  a 
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personal  appeal  embracing  the  objects  of  the  Association,  why  it 
was  formed,  what  it  has  done,  the  advantages  to  members  of 
having  an  up-to-date  price  list,  and  particularly  the  enormous 
benefits  members  have  received  in  the  past  three  or  four  months 
by  the  efforts  of  the  pricing  committee  in  keeping  the  list  up  to 
date.  For  those  who  remain  apathetic  a  personal  call  from  the 
secretary  should  be  arranged,  matters  discussed  in  detail,  and 
their  views  placed  before  you  for  consideration.  To  those  then 
who  prefer  to  remain  outside  I  say  in  all  fairness  to  our  members 
we  cannot  go  on  indefinitely  working  out  schemes  as  we  have  been 
doing  lately  for  the  benefit  of  members,  and  pass  on  the  benefit 
to  them  as  non-members."  The  president  said  he  would  like  to 
see  this  pricing  of  prescriptions  taken  up  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity. Referring  to  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  he  said  the 
scheme  had  proved  itself  a  real  friend  of  the  chemist.  He  was 
afraid  they  as  individuals  had  not  given  it  the  close  attention  it 
deserved.  They  must  interest  themselves  and  assistants  in  it; 
must  talk  about  it  more  and  more,  and  by  this  means  sell  more 
and  so  support  the  firms  that  had  pledged  themselves  to  support 
the  chemists.  He  would  suggest  that  the  dispensing  fee  for 
National  Health  prescriptions  should  be  placed  on  a  basis  to  be 
adjusted  as  the  cost  of  living  increased. 

On  the  proposal  of  the  president,  seconded  by  Mr.  P.  R.  W. 
Shinner,  Mr.  R.  A.  McEwen  was  elected  Vice-President.  The  other 
office-bearers  were  reappointed  as  follows:  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  J. 
Rankin  ;  Joint  Secretaries,  Messrs.  T.  A.  Gibson  and  Mr.  P.  R.  W. 
Shinner;  Auditors,  Messrs.  J.  Macauley  and  A.  E.  A.  Davis; 
Chamber  of  Trade  Representatives,  Messrs.  J.  Macauley  and  C, 
Abernethy ;  Ulster  Tourist  Development  Association  Representa- 
tive, Mr.  Walter  C.  Tate.  Mr.  McEwen  was  elected  to  the  pricing 
committee  on  the  motion  of  the  president,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Gibson.  A  hearty  welcome  was  extended  to  the  new  secretary 
(Mr.  J.  McClenahan).  After  the  meeting  the  members  were 
entertained  to  tea  by  the  president. 

Strychnine  Poisoning  Trial 

At  the  Ulster  Winter  Assizes  held  in  Belfast,  recently, 
Mrs.  Lilian  May  Dowler,  farmer's  wife,  and  James  Willoughby, 
farm  servant,  were  acquitted  of  the  charge  of  murdering 
George  Frederick  Dowler  by  strychnine  poi-soning  on  Febru- 
ary 15.  In  the  course  of  the  evidence  Mrs.  Isabella  Topping, 
Ph.C,  Church  Street,  Enniskillen,  said  the  Dowlers  were  cus- 
tomers of  hers.  On  February  1 1  Mrs.  Dowler  came  into  the  shop 
and  spoke  to  an  assistant,  Mr.  W.  J.  Mullan.  In  consequence  of 
what  witness  was  told  she  said  "Certainly,  give  Mrs.  Dowler 
strychnine  if  she  wants  it."  Mrs.  Dowler  was  then  supplied  with 
ten  grains  of  strychnine  "for  poisoning  rats."    She  signed  the 


poison  book.  Mr.  Mullan  corroborated.  Mrs.  Dowler  had  asked 
for  6d.  worth  of  strychnine.  He  was  instructed  by  Mrs.  Topping 
to  give  Mrs.  Dowler  the  strychnine,  and  did  so,  telling  Mrs. 
Dowler  to  be  careful  with  it.  Mr.  Robert  Stevenson.  R.D.,  Erne 
Medical  Hall,  Enniskillen,  gave  evidence  confirming  that  Fred 
Dowler,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  had  called  at  his  shop  and  asked 
for  a  shilling's  worth  of  strychnine.  He  had  told  Dowler  and  his 
wife  that  he  had  none  in  stock.  He  now  admitted  that  that  was 
incorrect,  but  he  "had  an  objection  to  selling  to  farmers,  because 
they  were  rather  careless." 

Dublin 

Chemists'  and  students'  dance. — The  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  students  will  hold  their  twelfth  annual  dance  at 
the  Gresham  Hotel,  Dublin,  on  Monday,  January  8,  from  9  p.m. 
to  2  a.m.  Tickets  are  8s.  6d.  each  (including  supper),  and  tables 
may  be  booked  at  the  hotel . 

Lectures  on  poisons  law. — The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Ireland  has  approved  of  a  scheme  under  which  a 
series  of  lectures  on  poisons  law  will  be  given  to  students  preparing 
for  the  Licence  examination.  The  first  two  lectures  will  be  given 
on  January  2  and  3,  1940.  Admission  will  be  free  and  tickets 
can  be  had  at  the  office  of  the  Society,  67  Lower  Mount  Street, 
Dublm. 

Inaugural  meeting  of  new  group. — At  a  meeting  of  phar- 
macists held  in  Dublin  recently,  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Phar- 
maceutical Chemists'  Branch  of  the  St.  Joseph's  Young  Priests 
Society.  The  inaugural  meeting  was  addressed  by  Fr.  Meagher, 
S.J.,  and  Fr.  O'Doherty,  O.M.I.  A  committee  was  formed  with 
Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher,  M.P.S.I.,  as  chairman,  Mr.  M.  J.  O'Rourke, 
M.P.S.I.,  Dun  Laoghaire,  as  secretary,  and  Mr.  W.  Cunningham, 
Ph.C,  as  treasurer.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


Twelve  Months  Ago 

In  this  abnormal  Christmas  period  one's  thoughts  turn  to 
the  Christmas  of  twelve  months  ago,  when  it  was  hoped  that  the 
unrest  prevalent  in  Europe  might  be  reduced  to  manageable 
proportions.  Your  issue  of  December  24,  1938,  contained  little 
suggestive  of  the  stern  conflict  in  which  our  country,  the  Domin- 
ions and  our  allies  are  now  engaged.  Air-raid  precautions  were  in 
the  news,  as  for  two  or  three  years  previously — and  in  the  event 
we  may  consider  that  the  time  spent  on  them  has,  on  the  whole, 
been  well  spent ;  but  this  apart,  there  was  no  foreshadowing  of 
the  great  events  now  filling  our  horizon.  The  C.  &■  D.  Diary  for 
the  present  year  had  just  been  published.  The  first  meeting  of 
the  Chemists'  Friends  Council  had  been  held.  Amended  rules 
for  arbitration  had  been  issued  by  the  General  Produce  Brokers' 
Association  of  London.  Numerous  lectures  had  been  given, 
including  one  on  the  new  headquarters  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society — a  subject,  by  the  way,  with  which  you  have  dealt 
faithfully  in  your  issue  of  a  fortnight  ago.  Chemists'  associations 
had  discussed  the  usual  range  of  subjects,  and  had  voiced  the 
usual  grumbles.  All  this  seems  today  a  little  remote,  so  insistently 
have  recent  happenings  compelled  us  to  modify  our  orientation. 
Yet  there  is  no  cause  for  either  reproach  or  alarm  in  this  circum- 
stance. On  the  home  front  of  pharmacy  we  need,  above  all  things, 
to  "keep  our  powder  dry;  "  that  task  should  not  be  beyond  the 
capacity  of  our  elected  representatives  on  the  executives  of  our 


national  administrative  bodies,  nor,  it  may  be  added,  beyond 
that  of  each  of  us  in  our  individual  spheres. 

Two  Problems 

Two  items  in  the  report  of  the  December  Council  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (p.  543)  raise  certain  questions. 
The  first  is  the  instruction  to  a  committee  to  advise  on  the  possi- 
bility of  giving  assistance  to  pharmacists  whose  businesses  have 
suffered  by  reason  of  war-time  conditions.  This  gesture  will 
generally  be  recognised  as  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the 
Society's  Charter :  it  is  fitting  that  so  practical  a  topic  should  be 
discussed,  though,  obviously,  a  body  so  heavily  burdened  finan- 
cially must  approach  it  with  caution.  The  other  item  records  a 
request  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the  Society  may  be  consulted 
in  the  event  of  control  of  prices  of  drugs  being  introduced.  Surely 
there  is  some  confusion  of  thought  in  such  a  request.  I  suggest 
that  any  advice  the  Board  may  desire  should  be  obtained  from 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  LTnion  and  the  Wholesale  Drug 
Trade  Association,  as  both  bodies  are  accustomed  to  dealing 
with  such  matters,  and  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Retail 
and  Dispensing  Price  List  should  also  be  consulted.  Between 
the  amateur  and  the  professional  handling  of  so  intricate  a  subject 
there  is  a  gulf  not  to  be  bridged.  If  the  Society  intends  merely 
to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  Board  and  its  sources  of  informa- 
tion, I  venture  to  comment  that  this  is  a  service  with  which  both 
parties  are  well  able  to  dispense.

The  president  (Mr.  Walter  C.  Tate) 
was  in  the  chair,  and  other  members  present  were  Sir  Thomas 
McMullan,  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  and  Messrs.  H.  F.  Moore,

C.  Abernethy,  J.  W.  Gray,  J.  Trevor  Nicholl  and  John  McGregor.

Correspondence 

The  law  adviser  (Mr.  J.  J.  Gaynor)  wrote  reporting  on  the 
recent  prosecutions  brought  by  the  Society. 

The  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
wrote:  "I  have  received  from  the  General  Medical  Council  noti- 
fication of  the  death  of  Dr.  A.  P.  Beddard  the  chairman  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission.

Bromley,  H.  A.,  and  Shore,  J. — Articles  of  Stationery  and 
Allied  Materials.  8|  in.  by  5^  in.  Pp.  126.  los.  6d.  Grafton 
&  Co.,  51  Great  Russell  Street,  London,  W.C.i. 

An  unusual  branch  of  analytical  chemistry  is  dealt  with  in 
this  volume  which  treats  of  the  technical  examination  of  materials 
used  in  the  stationery  and  printing  trades.  The  major  portion 
of  the  book  is  devoted  to  a  description  of  the  composition  and 
investigation  of  such  articles  as  adhesives,  printing  and  writing 
inks,  type  metals,  cordage,  etc.  Other  sections  review  briefly 
special  papers  such  as  tracing  cloth,  blue  print,  transparent 
wrappings;  bookbinding  leathers  ;  ink  eradicators  ;  pencils  etc. 
While  the  work  is  obviously  intended  for  those  whose  work  is 
directly  connected  with  the  printing  and  stationery  materials 
trade,  others  who  seek  a  more  generalised  knowledge  of  the 
subjects  covered  will  find  it  of  considerable  value  as  a  quick 
reference  book. 

Whitla's  Pharmacy ,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  revised 
by  Burn,  J.  H.,  and  Withell,  E.  R.  Thirteenth  edition.  7J  in. 
by  5  in.  Pp.  535.  12s.  6d.  Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox,  7  &  8 
Henrietta  Street,  London,  W.C.2. 

In  this  volume  the  authors  have  adopted  a  method  of  treating 
the  section  on  therapeutics  which  differs  somewhat  from  that 
used  in  previous  editions  and  in  consequence  it  has  been  possible 
to  devote  considerable  space  to  aspects  of  pharmacology  having 
an  application  in  present-day  therapeutics.  Thus  such  subjects 
as  biological  variation,  the  action  of  hormones  in  carbohydrate 
metabolism,  fat  metabolism  and  the  anterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary, 
sex  hormones,  vitamins  in  medicine,  are  among  those  matters 
which  are  dealt  with  in  some  detail.  Other  chapters  in  this 
section  provide  the  reader  with  information  on  modern  views  of 
the  effect  and  application  of  drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  sub- 
stances. Chapters  on  pharmacy  and  materia  medica  occupy  the 
remainder  of  the  book  and  the  concise  manner  in  which  these 
are  treated  will  undoubtedly  appeal  to  all  students  whose  curri- 
culum includes  these  subjects.  The  thoroughness  with  which 
certain  matters  are  considered  can  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  no 
less  than  twenty-eight  pages  are  given  to  sterilisation  and 
injections.  A  useful  index  on  poisons  and  their  antidotes  is 
included.

Shopfitting  and  Display  Notes 


Approved  window  lighting. — The  units  which  the  Home 
Office  has  passed  for  window  lighting  during  blacli-out  hours  are 
simply  constructed,  but  many  chemists  will  prefer  to  save  time 
and  trouble  by  purchasing  ready-made  fitments.  One  such  is 
an  approved  fitting  for  illuminating  a  display  cabinet.  Made  by 
the  General  Electric  Co.,  Ltd.,  it  comprises  a  horizontal  metal 
cylinder  with  two  end  caps  (one  perforated  with  a  hole  to  take 
a  plastic  lampholder)  and  having  a  narrow  elongated  strip  on  the 
underside  glazed  with  frosted  glass.  On  the  outside  of  the 
cylinder,  immediately  behind  this  slot,  is  mounted  a  flat  reflector 
with  a  matt-white  enamel  surface,  which  provides  the  required 
"cut-off"  and  directs  the  light  on  to  the  merchandise  displayed. 
The  remainder  of  the  fitting  is  finished  dead  black  inside  and  out. 
Simple  fittings  for  general  lighting  and  for  display  cabinet  lighting 
have  also  been  put  out  by  the  British  Thomson-Houston  Co., 


Ltd.  Both  coniplv  with  the  new  regulations  and  are  ready 
for  immediate  delivery.  The  Mazdalux  general  shop-window 
fitting,  without  lampholder,  is  a  unit  of  sheet  metal  for  shade-ring 
mounting.  It  is  fitted  with  frosted  glass  in  slot  and  is  finished 
matt  black  inside  and  out.  The  fitting  is  fixed  close  to  the  glass 
at  the  top  of  the  window.  A  2 5 -watt  pearl  lamp  is  used.  The 
display-cabinet  fitting  is  intended  for  mounting  behind  the 
screening  pelmet  of  the  cabinet,  so  that  the  pelmet  return  cuts 
off  the  light  and  prevents  it  falling  in  front  of  the  display  platform. 


The  fitting  is  of  sheet  steel  with  frosted  glass  in  slot,  and  is 
finished  matt  black  inside  and  out,  except  for  the  reflecting 
surface,  which  is  matt  white.  A  15-watt  pearl  lamp  is  used  with 
this  unit  and  it  will  illuminate  the  display  to  a  higher  brightness 
than  is  obtained  with  the  general  shop-window  fitting. 

Fluorescent  tubes  for  showcases. — White  fluorescent 
tubes  have  been  introduced  by  the  General  Electric  Co.,  Ltd., 
for  showcase  lighting. 
They  possess  an  effici- 
ency of  the  order  of 
three  to  four  times  that 
of  the  lamps  normally 
used  for  showcase 
lighting,  with  corres- 
ponding reduction  in 
current  consumption. 
The  reduction  in  watts 
dissipated  involves  a 
decrease  in  heat  gener- 
ated in  the  showcases. 
This  is  an  important 
consideration,  particu- 
larly in  the  case  of 
tarnishable  objects, 
because  it  enables 
lighting  to  be  intro- 
duced according  to  the 
real  needs  of  the  show- 
case, without  reduction 
of  light  to  prevent 
overheating.  The  life 
of  fluorescent  tubes  is 
greater  than  that  of 
tungsten  lamps.  Existing  showcases  may  require  adaptation  to 
take  the  new  tubes. 

Window-lighting  boxes. — Mr.  A.  A.  Jackman,  91  Woodyates 
Road,  Lee,  London,  S.E.12,  is  offering  the  window-lighting  boxes 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  published  in  the  C.  &•  D., 
December  9,  p.  531.  These  boxes  are  made  of  sheet  tin  neatly 
finished  in  black  and  supplied  to  fit  existing  lamps.

Mr.  W.  S.  Morrison,  replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Stokes,  on 
December  14,  said  food  control  committees  have  been  instructed 
as  a  general  rule  not  to  grant  licences  to  food  retailers  who  were 
not  engaged  in  the  same  business  in  their  area  at  the  outset  of 
war.  They  have  discretion  in  special  cases,  particularly  to  a 
transfer  of  a  licence  to  another  owner  when  a  business  has 
changed  hands. 

Electric  Torch  Batteries 
Mr.  Windsor  questioned  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
on  December  13  regarding  the  shortage  of  No.  8  torch  batteries 
and  whether  he  was  aware  that  batteries  that  formerly  cost  3|d. 
were  being  retailed  at  6d.  and  8d.  Mr.  Stanley  said  he  had 
received  complaints  that  high  prices  had  frequently  been  charged, 
and  the  question  of  applying  the  Price  of  Goods  Act  to  these 
products  was  under  consideration  (see  p.  555). 

Export  Trade  Development 
Sir  John  Simon,  replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Liddall,  on 
December  12,  said  the  object  of  His  Majesty's  Government  is  to 
create  the  conditions  in  which  the  export  trade  may  be  developed 
by  those  whose  business  it  is.  The  Board  of  Trade  maintains 
constant  liaison  with  other  departments  concerned  and  close 
contact  with  representative  business  organisations.  The  President 
is  always  ready  to  receive  representations  from  trade  interests, 
and  a  special  section  of  the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  has 
been  established  to  enable  exporters  to  obtain  information  on 
problems  which  arise  under  war  conditions.

Mr.  C.  V.  Tyler,  M.P.S.,  F.B.O.A.,  Swinton,  Manchester,  has 
been  certified  as  an  instructor  in  the  Lancashire  scheme  of 
air-raid  precautions.

Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council,  has  been  re-elected  representative  of  the  Devon  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  the  South- Western  Pricing  Committee.  Mr. 
Rowsell  has  been  chairman  of  the  latter  Committee  from  its 
formation.

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The  Future  of  Pharmacy — IV 

One  of  the  most  important  and  far  reaching  changes  of  the 
present  century  is  the  increase  in  the  employment  of 
machinery  in  the  production  of  all  kinds  of  commodities. 
Pharmacy  has  not  escaped,  nor  could  it  be  expected  to 
escape  this  general  trend ;  and  there  is  a  very  real  danger 
that,  in  discussing  it  and  assessing  its  value,  we  lose  a 
sense  of  proportion.  It  is  not  quite  so  modern  a  revolution 
as  superficial  observation  would  lead  us  to  suppose.  As  far 
back  as  i888,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  (April  21,  1888) 
drew  attention  to  the  many  changes  which  British  phar- 
macy had  undergone  in  the  preceding  twenty  3'ears,  and, 
amongst  those  changes,  was  the  supercession  of  the  hand- 
made pill  by  the  machine-made  article.  The  paper  also 
predicted  the  imminent  differentiation  of  the  craft  into  the 
retailer  of  drugs  on  the  one  hand  and  the  compounder  on 
the  other.  That  change  has,  in  effect,  been  brought  about, 
although  such  a  sharp  distinction  has  yet  to  be  drawn  in 
retail  circles.  The  function  of  compounding  is  rapidly 
passing  into  the  hands  of  the  manufacturing  houses,  and 
the  retailer  is  more  and  more  becoming  the  distributor  of 
the  products  of  those  houses. 

It  is  frequently  stated  that  this  change  means  the  decay 
of  craftsmanship,  and,  in  fact,  that  is  the  charge  most 
often  made  against  the  industrialisation  or  mechanisation 
of  industry.  In  reality,  as  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned, 
two  new  types  of  craftsman.ship  are  called  into  being, 
namely,  that  of  the  dispenser  with  an  entirelv  new  technique 
of  dispensing,  and  that  of  the  large-scale  producer  of  phar- 
maceuticals, Avhose  work  calls  for  an  unique  combination 
of  qualities.  He  must  be  a  chemist,  an  engineer  and  an 
administrator,  as  well  as  a  first  rate  pharmacist.  Such 
changes  as  these  must  of  necessity  engender  some  regrets 
in  those  who  have  been  acquainted  with  the  old  order,  and 
there  is  always  a  tendency  to  hark  back  to  the  "good  old 
days"  in  those  who  have  passed  through  them.  What  is 
perhaps  more  to  be  regretted  than  a  change  in  the  nature 
of  pharmaceutical  craftsmanship,  is  the  loss  of  the  personal 
guarantee  of  the  quality  of  his  wares  which  could  be  given 
by  the  chemist  to  his  customer.  That  personal  guarantee 
we  regard  as  the  most  valuable  asset  of  the  pharmacists. 


and  it  is  deplorable  that  it  should  have  come  to  be  replaced 
by  the  "wholesaler's  wari"anty,"  and  goods  prepared  and 
packed  by  himself  set  aside  for  "packed  goods"  prepared 
and  packed  by  wholesale  houses  under  "own  name"  labels 
which  are  at  the  best  only  a  thin  and  easily  penetrated 
disguise.  We  must,  however,  recognise  the  inevitability  of 
these  changes  and  we  cannot  hope  to  escape  the  price  of 
progress. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture,  the  retailer  is  furnished 
with  prepared  medicines  of  whatever  quality  he  specifies 
and  is  ready  to  pay  for,  at  lower  prices  and,  usually,  of 
more  elegant  finish  than  hand-made  medicines  can  furnish. 
Few  pharmacists  are  such  adepts  that  they  can  hope  to 
rival  the  machine  in,  say,  pill  coating  or  ampoule  filling. 
Moreover,  biochemical  therapy,  treatment  by  vitamins, 
hormones,  vaccines  and  serums  have  been  made  available 
only  by  the  work  of  large-scale  producers.  It  is  incon- 
ceivable that  the  small  unit  of  production  could  have  called 
into  being  the  organisation  necessary  for  the  manufacture 
and  testing  of  these  substances  or  have  set  up  the  research 
staffs  and  laboratories  without  which  progress  in  this 
direction  is  impossible. 

We  shall  readily  understand  that  the  "old-fashioned 
chemist"  must  with  rapidly  gathering  momentum  be  re- 
placed by  the  highly  trained,  specialist  distributor  of  the 
products  of  large-scale  manufacture.  We  must  recognise 
this  comparatively  modern  phase  if  we  are  to  arrive  at 
anything  like  a  full  and  accurate  understanding  of  the  state 
of  pharmacy. 

November  Trade  Revival 

The  trade  and  navigation  returns  for  November,  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  on  December  13,  indicate  a  decisive 
revival  in  the  country's  commercial  activities.  The  aggre- 
gates of  trade  for  the  eleven  months,  however,  show  a 
substantial  decline  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1938.  The  value  of  goods  of  all  descrip- 
tions landed  in  November  was  approximately  £8i\  million, 
compared  with  £62  million  and  £^0  million  in  the  preceding 
two  months.  The  total  of  imports  for  January-November, 
1939,  was  :^8oi  million,  against  ^847  million  in  the  first 
eleven  months  of  1938.  Exports  of  home  manufactures  also 
showed  a  good  recovery,  with  the  value  for  November, 
^37,360,000,  compared  with  £'24,600,000  in  the  previous 
month.  As  a  result  of  three  poor  export  months  (August- 
October),  the  total  of  our  shipments  so  far  this  year,  is 
at  £398,700,000,  some  £33  million  less  than  in  the  corre- 
sponding months  of  1938.  The  decline  is,  it  is  considered, 
chiefly  due  to  the  refusal  of  the  licensing  authorities  to 
grant  export  permits  in  the  early  months  of  the  war. 
Re-exports  also  expanded  substantially,  and  amounted  to 
£2,745,000  in  November.  The  total  of  re-shipraents  for  the 
eleven  months  was  £43,430,000,  against  £56,808,000  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1938.  The  debit  balance  of  trade 
for  January-November  this  year  amounts  to  £357,884,000, 
compared  with  an  adverse  balance  of  £414,982,000  in  the 
first  eleven  months  of  1938.  The  chief  feature  of  our  inter- 
national trade  in  November  was  that  the  value  of  imports 
was  the  highest  reached  in  any  month  this  year,  and  this 
despite  the  rigid  restriction  of  non-essential  imports.  The 
total  in  respect  of  volume  of  goods  has,  of  course,  to  be 
discounted  by  at  least  20  per  cent,  to  allow  for  war-time 
increases  in  foreign  shippers'  prices. 

The  returns  of  the  group  of  "Chemicals,  etc.,"  are  ex- 
tremely satisfactory.    Imports  during  November  totalled 
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;^i,424,878,  which,  allowing  for  the  rise  in  prices,  is  about 
equivalent  to  the  total  of  ;^i,2i3,38i,  for  November  1938. 
The  aggregate  of  imports  for  January-November, 
;^I4,467,723,  is,  so  far  as  goods  are  concerned,  practically 
equivalent  to  the  total  of  ;^i2,269,396  in  the  first  eleven 
months  of  1938.  During  the  months  September— November 
the  United  States  of  America  has  been  our  chief  supplier. 
The  premier  position  was,  of  course,  previously  held  by 
Germany.  There  has  been  a  pleasing  improvement  in 
exports  of  British-made  chemicals,  the  November  total  be- 
ing ;/|2, 160,457,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  total 
of  ;/^2,02i,834,  for  November,  1938. 

In  point  of  value,  last  month's  shipments  were  the  highest 
recorded  this  year.  The  value  of  shipments  of  this  class  of 
goods  for  January— November,  1939,  is,  at  ;^2o,3oo,ooo,  only 
slightly  less  than  the  aggregate  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1938,  at  ;^20,42i,ooo.  Provided  that  the  authorities  can 
be  persuaded  to  issue  the  necessary  export  licences,  there  is 
good  reason  for  anticipating  a  steady  increase  in  exports  of 
chemical  products,  now  that  competition  from  Germany  in 
leading  world  markets  has  been  eliminated.  Manufacturers 
are  well  aware  of  this  opportunity  substantially  to  increase 
their  overseas  sales  to  foreign  buyers.  Empire  markets  are, 
of  course,  now  entirely  free  from  German  competition.  Re- 
exports of  chemical  products  in  November  were  rather 
disappointing,  amounting  to  only  £z-j ,%']■],  the  average  for 
former  months  being  about  ;^40,ooo.  The  total  of  re-ship- 
ments for  the  eleven  months  of  this  year,  however,  at 
^^433,876,  compares  satisfactorily  with  the  corresponding 
months  of  1938,  at  ;/^434,98o.  Reviewing  the  general  position 


of  trade,  there  is  good  reason  to  suggest  that  Britain  will  at 
least  maintain  her  position  as  the  premier  exporting  country 
and,  now  that  the  authorities  are  showing  their  appreciation 
of  the  need  to  export  as  much  as  possible  and,  at  the  same 
time,  to  limit  imports  rigidly,  it  will  be  surprising  if  our 
adverse  trade  balance,  which  has  been  around  i^/^oo  million 
for  some  years,  is  not  substantially  reduced  in  1940. 

Preventing  Profiteering 

The  first  Order  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  under  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act  (see  p.  555)  will  become  operative  on 
January  i.  Although  No.  i  Order  contains  a  wide  range  of 
articles,  it  will  be  seen  that  few  concern  members  of  the  drug 
trade.  Goods  of  the  kinds  specified  which  on  August  21,  1939, 
were  being  sold,  agreed  to  be  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  at 
prices  not  exceeding  in  retail  transaction  the  prices  specified, 
are  subject  to  control.  That  is  to  say,  it  will  be  an  offence 
to  sell  price-regulated  goods  at  more  than  their  price  on 
August  21,  plus  an  increase  representing  the  actual  rise  in 
costs  and  expenses.  Goods  sold  prior  to  the  date  mentioned 
at  prices  higher  than  those  indicated  are  not  affected 
by  the  Order.  As  was  explained  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October 
21,  the  Orders  made  under  the  Act  will  be  enforced  by 
local  price-regulation  committees  and  a  Central  Price-regu- 
lation Committee.  Any  person  who  considers  that  the  prices 
of  any  goods  referred  to  in  an  Order  have  risen  unduly  may 
complain  to  his  local  committee,  which,  after  investigating 
the  case,  may  report  to  the  Central  Committee  that  the 
offender,  whether  retailer,  wholesaler  or  manufacturer, 
should  be  prosecuted. 


Medical  Abstracts 


Fractures  Treated  by  Local  Anaesthesia 

The  results  of  the  treatment  of  100  cases  of  minor  fracture 
local  anaesthesia  are  recorded  by  Cullumbine  in  the  "Lancet, 
September  2,  p.  552.  The  fractures  were  those  where  there  was 
no  displacement  and  no  possibility  of  displacement  during  the 
normal  functional  activity  of  the  part  in  question.  The  technique 
has  been  as  follows.  After  thorough  sterilisation  of  the  skin,  a 
2  per  cent,  solution  of  procaine  is  injected  into  the  haematoma 
between  and  around  the  fractured  ends  of  the  bone.  The  affected 
area  is  massaged  to  ensure  the  thorough  dissemination  of  the 
procaine.  The  patient  is  then  told  to  use  his  limb  throughout 
Its  full  range  of  movement.  The  amount  of  procaine  used  varies 
with  the  site  of  injection — e.g.,  5-10  c.cm.  around  the  ankle, 
2-3  c.cm.  in  fractures  of  metatarsal  and  metacarpal  bones,  and 
0-5-1  c.cm.  in  fractures  of  phalanges.  Pain  and  disability  were 
quickly  relieved  by  the  treatment,  and  normal  function  returned 
more  quickly  than  it  does  with  other  methods.  Of  33  cases  of 
fracture  of  the  ankle  treated  only  4  needed  a  further  injection 
because  of  subsequent  pain.  No  case  needed  more  than  two 
injections.  All  the  patients  were  made  to  walk  immediately  after 
the  injection.  Their  confidence  being  thus  gained,  they  were  told 
to  continue  active  movement  throughout  the  treatment.  The 
old  bugbear  of  "stiff  ankle,"  so  often  seen  in  the  treatment  with 
plaster,  was  non-existent.  The  length  of  treatment  was  reduced, 
for  the  thirty-three  patients  had  all  resumed  normal  working 
activity  within  six  weeks  of  injection — most  in  much  less  time. 

Hawthorn  in  Hypertension 

Tests  on  animals  with  tincture  of  hawthorn  (Crataegus  oxyacantha) 
has  revealed  that  there  are  considerable  similarities  between  the 
actions  of  hawthorn  and  digitalis  ("British  Medical  Journal," 
November  11,  p.  951).  A  tincture  has  been  made  by  macerating 
hawthorn  fruits  in  70  per  cent,  alcohol  for  seven  days,  and  the 
resultant  tincture  was  found,  when  biologically  assayed,  to 
possess  a  potency  of  14-5  per  cent,  of  standard  (1926)  tincture  of 
digitalis.  A  series  of  ten  cases  of  hypertension  has  been  tested 
with  the  hawthorn  tincture,  each  patient  receiving  i  dr.  three 


times  a  day.  No  ill  effects  were  complained  of  by  any  of  the 
patients,  and  in  every  case  the  systolic  and  diastolic  pressure 
was  reduced,  often  sharply,  and  returned  to  its  former  level 
some  fourteen  days  after  stopping  medication.  It  is  felt  that  a 
prima  facie  case  has  been  made  which  justifies  further  investiga- 
tion of  tincture  of  Crataegus  as  a  depressor  of  the  elevated  blood 
pressure.  In  the  investigations  on  hawthorn  it  was  also  observed 
that  the  effect  of  the  tmcture  in  massive  doses  on  cardiac  failure, 
if  there  is  any,  is  slight. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  Dressings 

The  results  of  investigations  into  the  question  of  the  bactericidal 
power  of  cod  liver  oil  are  given  in  an  article  by  Lichtenstein  in 
the  "Lancet,"  November  11,  p.  1023.  The  findings  on  the 
influence  of  oils  on  bacteria  in  a  nutrient  medium  showed  that 
staphylococci  succumb  under  cod  liver  oil  in  two  weeks;  B.  coli 
are  resistant  to  cod  liver  oil  in  a  nutrient  medium ;  both 
staphylococci  and  B.  coli  survive  indefinitely  in  a  nutrient 
medium  covered  with  paraffin.  As  regards  the  influence  of  oils 
on  bacteria  lacking  a  nutrient  medium,  it  was  concluded  that, 
although  liquid  paraflin  excludes  air  and  water  from  the  environ- 
ment of  bacteria  suspended  in  it  and  has  a  different  surface 
tension  from  water,  it  does  not  influence  the  vitality  of  the 
organisms  for  thirty-five  days  (limit  of  experiment).  It  was  also 
found  that  olive  oil  kills  bacteria  suspended  in  it  in  seven  to  ten 
days,  cod  liver  oil  has  the  same  effect  in  seventeen  to  twenty-two 
hours,  and  boiled  linseed  oil  kills  bacteria  in  one  to  one-and-a- 
quarter  hours.  The  author  states  that  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  striking  results  obtained  by  many  authors  with  cod  liver 
oil  dressings  are  due  in  some  degree  to  a  definite  bactericidal 
power  of  the  oil.  An  important  factor  in  connexion  with  the 
question  as  to  why  the  use  of  cod  liver  oil  in  dressings  should 
possess  advantages  over  those  of  other  bactericidal  preparations 
is  the  fact  that  such  dressings  are  non-irritant  to  the  tissues.  It 
further  supplies  them  with  vitamins  and  possibly  other  forms  of 
nourishment.  The  bactericidal  power  of  cod  liver  oil,  it  was 
observed,  is  substantially  improved  by  ultra-violet  irradiation. 
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Cash  and  Credit  Control 


/ALTHOUGH  cash-recording  schemes  have  been  in  use  for  d 
/-\  considerable  number  of  years,  and  despite  the  extremely 
X  jL  low  cost  at  which  some  of  them  can  be  installed,  a  recent 
survey  of  upwards  of  fifty  retail  businesses  in  a  provincial  town 
revealed  that  less  than  a  dozen  were  using  accurate  and  safe 
methods  of  recording  their  assistants'  takings.  It  was  less  surpris- 
ing to  find  that  the  more  flourishing  appeared  to  be  in  the 
smaller  group. 

Advantages  of  Cash  Registers 

The  old  prejudice  against  cash  registers — that  assistants 
might  consider  that  they  were  not  being  trusted — no  longer 
holds,  but  it  would  be  well,  perhaps,  to  set  down  some  of  the 
advantages  of  using  these  devices,  so  that  readers  can  see  as  a 
whole  the  extent  to  which  they  can  be  assisted  mechanically 
in  their  endeavours  to  make  progress.  The  seven  great  advan- 
tages of  using  the  cash  register  are  that  they  effect  a  considerable 
saving  of  time ;  provide  a  more  efficient  control  of  transactions ; 
keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  paid  to  assistants,  thus  making 
for  the  elimination  of  disputes ;  show,  up  to  any  given  time,  the 
amount  of  the  takings ;  give  information  (where  there  are 
different  tills  or  separate  compartments  for  each  assistant)  about 
the  relative  "sales  worth"  of  the  various  members  of  the  staff; 
increase  goodwill  among  customers  by  speeding  up  service  and 
minimising  mistakes  over  change ;  and  provide,  in  themselves, 
a  useful  method  of  accountancy  that  takes  much  of  the  spadework 
out  of  the  trader's  bookkeeping.  Cash  registers  have  been 
described  as  the  "locks"  on  the  cash  side  of  the  business.  They 
give  a  feeling  of  security  to  assistants,  customers,  and  pro- 
prietors alike.  With  some  of  the  more  elaborate  models  it  is 
possible  to  obtain  such  information  as  the  respective  totals  of  cash 
and  credit  sales ;  the  amount  received  on  account ;  outstanding 
credits ;  value  of  each  assistant's  sales ;  amount  of  cash  paid  out 
for  petty  expenses,  and  other  facts. 

Where  Profit  Begins 

It  is  an  easy  transition  from  cash-tills  to  profits,  a  matter  that 
is,  of  course,  always  of  outstanding  importance  to  retail  traders, 
as  indeed  to  every  business  man.  Yet  the  average  shopkeeper 
does  not  seem  to  realise  that,  however  alluring  the  margin  of 
profit,  he  cannot  possibly  hope  to  enjoy  that  profit  until  he  has 
sold  every  one  of  the  articles  of  a  particular  purchase.  The  follow- 
ing will  serve  as  an  example.  If  a  dozen  articles  are  bought  at 
90s. — 7s.  6d.  each — and  offered  for  sale  at  los.  each,  only  the 
bare  cost  has  been  made  by  the  time  nine  have  been  sold.  Con- 
sequently profit  on  outlay  only  begins  when  the  tenth  is  sold. 
By  bearing  in  mind  that  "the  profit  is  at  the  bottom  of  the 
box,"  retailers  will  not  be  led  astray  by  the  lure  of  large,  profit 
margins  or  alluring  discounts  into  buying  in  quantities  beyond 
their  real  needs,  and  so  finding  goods  left  on  their  hands  without 
likelihood  of  further  sales,  and  without  profit  having  been 
realised  on  the  full  purchase. 

There  is  great  truth  in  the  old  adage  that  "a  penny  saved  is  a 
penny  gained."  For  example,  if  goods  have  been  invoiced  at 
"2^  per  cent,  in  seven  days,  thereafter  net,"  the  thought  may 
occur  that  2A  per  cent,  is  after  all  not  a  very  large  discount,  and 
that  one  may  as  well  wait  until  the  end  of  the  month  before 
paying  the  account.  Yet  the  loss  of  2 J  per  cent,  for  twenty- 
three  days'  accommodation  works  out  at  nearly  40  per  cent,  per 
annum  !  It  is  true  that  many  shopkeepers  exact  their  discounts 
even  when  they  do  not  pay  on  the  due  date,  but  quite  obviously 
this  is  a  practice  that  will  not  rank  them  highly  in  the  estimation 
of  the  supplying  houses,  and  may  cause  difficulties  when  the 
wholesaler  has  insufficient  stock  to  supply  the  full  requirements 
of  all  his  customers. 

How  Repeat  Orders  Help  Profits 

It  could  be  proved  by  a  simple  calculation  that  it  is  easier  and 
cheaper  to  serve  one  customer  twice  than  two  customers  once 
each.  If  this  is  conceded,  it  points  to  the  importance  of  keeping 
existing  customers  satisfied,  without,  of  course,  relaxing  one's 
efforts  to  win  new  friends.  Too  many  traders,  in  their  endeavour 
to  reach  out  after  new  business,  are  apt  to  look  on  their  present 
customers  as  "fixtures,"  and  to  expend  most  of  their  sales  energy 
on  newcomers.  To  persuade  the  customer  to  return  to  the  shop 
becomes  therefore  a  matter  of  vital  importance  in  the  problem  of 
cost  of  selling.  A  question  of  control  that  has  a  definite  influence 


on  the  profits  of  the  shop  is  the  giving  of  credit.  It  can  be  urged 
that,  in  a  large  proportion  of  instances  in  which  customers  fail 
to  pay  their  accounts,  the  fault  lies  with  the  trader  him.self .  More 
often  than  not,  credit  is  given  after  the  customer  has  made  a 
few  cash  purchases  and  thus  established  a  certain  amount  of 
confidence  in  the  shopkeeper's  mind.  The  trouble  quite  often 
starts  when  the  customer,  after  a  few  calls  for  small  purchases, 
finds  he  has  not  sufficient  money  with  him  for  an  item  he  wants 
to  buy.  "Oh!  that's  quite  all  right,"  says  the  trader.  "Pay 
next  time  you  are  passing."  This  the  customer  almost  invariably 
does,  but  perhaps,  as  time  goes  on,  he  makes  larger  purchases  in 
similar  circumstances  and  then,  after  one  such  transaction,  does 
not  come  back  to  the  shop  as  formerly,  and  the  debt  remains 
unpaid  altogether  unless  the  trader  puts  pressure  to  bear  on  him. 
However  large  the  man's  bank  balance  may  be,  he  is  not  likely 
to  purchase  again  from  the  same  shop  after  any  measure  of 
compulsion  has  been  applied.  This  example  must  not  be  taken  as 
stigmatising  the  public  in  general  as  dishonest,  but  it  is  well 
known  that  many  people,  not  wilfully  but  too  readily,  go  beyond 
the  reasonable  limits  of  their  spending  capacity  when  given 
credit. 

Taking-up  References 

Seldom  does  a  customer  go  straight  to  the  point  at  the  outset 
by  asking  if  he  can  have  credit.  Much  trouble  and  loss  would  be 
obviated  if  the  trader  took  the  bull  by  the  horns,  on  the  first 
intimation  that  credit  is  desired,  by  hinting  that  a  credit  account 
might  perhaps  be  opened.  If  the  customer  expresses  any  willing- 
ness at  all,  a  tactful  request  could  then  be  made  for  suitable 
references.  Here  a  note  of  warning  must  be  sounded  in  regard  to 
what  are  to  be  considered  "suitable"  references.  Obviously,  on 
being  asked  to  give  references,  the  seeker  after  credit  is  hardly 
likely  to  give  the  names  of  people  who  would  speak  in  anything 
but  favourable  terms  of  him.  One  would  almost  refer  to  such 
references  as  "social"  references,  but  it  is  business  references 
that  the  retailer  should  endeavour  to  secure,  unless,  of  course, 
the  references  given  are  those  of  people  already  well  known  to 
him.  Better  than  "social"  references  are  those  of  other  traders, 
and  the  shopkeeper  should  make  it  his  business  to  ascertain,  as 
tactfully  as  possible,  the  names  of  shopkeepers  in  his  neighbour- 
hood, or  in  the  district  in  which  the  newcomer  previously  resided, 
with  whom  the  customer  has  already  dealt  on  credit.  It  is  then 
easy  to  check  up  on  the  customer's  stability  and  the  manner  in 
which  he  deals  with  his  financial  commitments. 

Comparative  Takings 

The  desirability  of  paying  all  monies  received  direct  into  the 
bank,  and  paying  out  odd  disbursements  by  means  of  petty-cash 
cheques,  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised.  Too  many  retailers 
are  prone  to  dip  into  the  till  for  trifling  amounts,  endeavouring 
to  keep  the  balance  square  by  replacing  the  money  with  pencilled 
slips  of  paper.  This  is  unsatisfactory  because,  apart  from  any 
other  consideration,  it  makes  bookkeeping  difficult.  If  all  monies 
received  are  paid  into  the  bank  daily,  however  small  the  amount 
may  be,  there  is  a  ready  check  on  the  daily  takings,  so  that  the 
trader  will  know  exactly  how  his  turnover  is  progressing,  and 
will  also  be  in  a  position  to  compare  the  daily  takings  with  those 
of  previous  years.  Totals  can  be  made  up  weekly  and  monthly, 
and  in  this  way  the  trader  is  able  to  see  at  a  glance  just  how  he 
stands  by  comparison  with  the  corresponding  periods  in  previous 
years.  Where  a  national  or  local  happening  has  any  effect  on 
turnover,  this  should  be  noted  in  the  book,  and  due  allowance 
made.  Thus,  at  the  time  of  a  temporary  crisis,  receipts  for  the 
week  or  month  would  naturally  drop,  whereas  a  local  shopping 
week  or  other  function  might  give  an  upward  trend  to  the  figures. 
Such  particulars  should  be  jotted  down,  so  that,  when  com- 
parisons are  being  made,  the  cause  of  the  rise  or  fall  becomes 
immediately  apparent.  It  is  surprising  how  much  the  little 
extra  work  entailed  justifies  itself.  By  banking  daily  or,  at  any 
rate,  at  definite  and  regular  short  periods,  and  by  making  all 
payments  by  cheque,  the  trader  makes  his  pass  book  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  his  cash  account.  It  is  certainly  a  fool-proof 
one,  which  is  more  than  can  be  said  for  a  method  which  has  to 
take  into  account  odd  slips  of  paper  inserted  into  the  cash-till 
in  token  of  withdrawals.  If  the  cash-register  system  installed 
does  not  deal  with  petty  cash,  money  for  this  purpose  should  he 
kept  separately,  and  any  disbursements  from  it  entered  into  a 
petty-cash  book. — T.  H.  L.  (lo/ii).

The  markets,  as  is  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year,  have  quietened  down 
considerably.  The  volume  of  business  transacted,  however,  is  by  no 
means  negligible.  The  general  tone  throughout  continues  firm  and 
some  further  increases  in  quoted  prices  are  recorded.  Inquiry  from  the 
Continent,  chiefly  from  the  Scandinavian  countries,  continues  on  a  good 
scale,  and  is  being  met  without  much  delay.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  markets,  reports  to  hand  indicate  that  the  demand  has  been 
little  more  than  routine,  but  manufacturers  are  fully  engaged  on 
contracts,  and  supplies  available  from  these  sources  continue  restricted 
in  many  instances.  Dealers  handling  imported  products  are  doing 
about  as  much  business  as  their  limited  stocks  allow,  and  shipment 
conditions  for  fresh  supplies  do  not  suggest  any  immediate  possibility 
of  reductions  in  their  quotations.  Dutch  makers'  prices  for  Theo- 
bromine have  been  advanced  for  shipment;  their  prices  for  Caffeine 
are  unchanged,  and  the  two  articles  are  now  quoted  at  equivalent 
figures.  Makers'  prices  for  Resorcin  have  been  advanced. 

Crude  Drugs 

With  the  approach  of  the  year-end  and  annual  stock-taking,  demand 
f  ir  these  commodities  has  slackened  fairly  considerably.  During  the 
past  two  or  three  weeks  most  of  the  consignments  arriving  in 
London  have  been  sold  before  arrival,  and  comparatively  little  has 
been  offered  on  the  market.  Shipment  conditions  show  no  sign  of 
becoming  easier,  and  shippers  indicate  they  have  little  or  nothing  to 
offer  of  quite  a  number  of  products.  There  is  a  shortage  of  Balsams  in 
London,  particularly  of  Tolu.  Cloves  are  quoted  slightly  dearer  on 
spot.  Desiccated  coconut,  which  had  been  advancing  for  some  time, 
is  a  little  easier  this  week.  Famine  prices  are  reported  to  have  been 
paid  in  London  for  Spanish-Portuguese  Ergot  and  the  market  is  now 
practically  bare  of  supplies.  The  Menthol  market  has  been  quieter, 
but  there  is  certainly  no  weakness ;  the  Chinese  product  continues  to  be 
offered  for  shipment  at  attractive  figures.  Pimento  shows  a  further 
advance  and  is  firm. 

Essential  Oils 

Dealers  report  that  inquiry  has  slackened  off  and  business  has  not 
been  of  much  importance.  Shipment  conditions  continue  difficult,  and 
in  some  products  it  seems  quite  impossible,  after  weeks  of  negotiations, 
to  secure  fresh  supplies.  On  the  one  hand  foreign  shippers  are  per- 
sistently increasing  their  quotations  and  on  the  other  the  authorities 
are  restricting  permits  for  the  purchase  of  foreign  currencies.  Anise 
(star)  is  quoted  about  unchanged,  and  business  has  been  of  little 
account.  Shippers  of  Bergamot  continue  to  report  they  are  unable 
to  offer  new-crop  oil.  Only  distant  shipment  offers  of  Sicilian  Bois  de 
rose  have  been  received,  and  conditions  make  business  impracticable. 
Dutch  Caraway  is  again  slightly  dearer  forward,  and  it  seems  likely 
that  the  value  will  go  still  higher.  Following  the  withdrawal  of  quota- 
tions by  shippers,  noted  last  week,  Australian  Eucalyptus  is  quoted 
sharply  dearer  and  only  for  distant  positions.  In  consequence  the  spot 
market,  which  is  poorly  supplied,  has  again  advanced.  Advices  from 
the  source  suggest  that  shipment  prices  for  new-crop  Sicilian  Lemon 
are  slightly  easier,  but  little  business  of  any  importance  has  been 
transacted,  chiefly  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  sanction  to 
purchase  Italian  currency.  Shipment  offers  of  new-crop  French  Guinea 
Orange,  withdrawn  last  week,  have  been  renewed  and  higher  prices  are 
being  asked.  The  London  market  for  Peppermint  is  firm;  supplies  of 
Japanese  are  limited,  and  there  are  practically  no  shipment  offers  from 
the  source.  Chinese  oil  has  been  selling  on  spot,  and  shippers  continue 
to  quote  at  comparatively  cheap  prices.

British  Cod  Liver  Oil 

Sir, — In  the  hope  of  finding  some  reason  why  consumers  of 
cod  liver  oil  should  not  obtain,  by  importation,  supplies  which 
British  producers  are  unable  to  provide,  I  have  struggled  through 
Mr.  MacLennan's  rather  discursive  letter.  So  far  as  I  can  see,  Mr. 
MacLennan  (C.  D.,  December  i6,  p.  542)  is  mainly  concerned 
with  iniquities  of  the  rest  of  the  world,  that  is  to  say,  (a)  the  Nor- 
wegian industry — who  are  apparently  so  badly  organised  that  they 
can  meet  all  reasonable  demands  for  cod  liver  oil  without  the  pro- 
tection of  a  duty ;  (b)  the  Germans — who  sank  so  low  as  to  see 
that  they  had  good  stocks  of  cod  liver  oil  at  the  outbreak  of  war ; 
(c)  the  British  consumer — who  is  so  unpatriotic  as  to  desire  to 
safeguard  the  public  health  by  obtaining  supplies  of  vitamin  D 
in  one  form  or  another  at  reasonable  prices  instead  of  paying 
two  to  three  times  the  pre-war  cod  liver  oil  price  for  a  blended 
oil  for  veterinary  purposes  of  which  only  an  unknown  proportion 
is  cod  liver  oil.  I  note,  in  passing,  that  the  present  achievements 
of  the  British  cod  liver  oil  industry  have  been  "effected  without 
.  .  .  taking  .  .  .  advantage  of  the  duty  of  is.  4d.  per  gallon" 
except  in  periods  of  glut  "  when  prices  have  fallen  to  uneconomic 
levels."  Is  the  present  such  a  period  in  Mr.  MacLennan's  estima- 
tion ?  At  the  end  of  his  letter  Mr.  MacLennan  sums  up  as 
follows:  "Anybody  who  purchases  other  than  British  oil  so  long 
as  it  is  available  can  lay  no  claim  to  patriotic  motives  in  present 
circumstances."  It  will  be  noticed  that  Mr.  MacLennan  uses 
here  the  words  "British  oil"  not  "British  cod  liver  oil."  The 
uninitiated  may  think  that  this  is  a  mere  slip  of  the  tongue  or 
natural  elision — because,  after  all,  Mr.  MacLennan  is  supposed 
to  be  writing  about  cod  liver  oil.  But  that  is  not  the  case. 
Supplies  of  British  cod  liver  oil  for  veterinary  purposes  are  already 
no  longer  available — the  only  oil  now  obtainable  is  a  blend,  in 
proportions  controlled  by  the  producers,  of  cod  liver  oil  and 
whale  oil,  now,  according  to  indications  just  received  from  them, 
being  marketed  as  "controlled  blended  cod  liver  oil."  One 
cannot  dismiss  from  one's  mind  the  question  whether  it  was 
solely  "patriotic  motives"  that  led  to  this  "blending"? 
(Marvellous  word — "blending.")  Or  can  it  be  connected  with 
the  fact  that  whale  oil  is  obtainable  at  about  2S.  a  gallon  while 
the  new  bulk  wholesale  price  of  cod  liver  oil  is  about  7s.  a  gallon  ? 
Perhaps  the  Norwegians  are  not  the  only  people  to  show  "a 
somewhat  intriguing  capacity  to  meet  the  world  market  for 
cod  liver  oil"  ! — Yours  faithfully,

Window  Protection 

Sir, — From  personal  observation  there  seems  to  be  a  wide- 
spread belief  that  strips  of  brown  paper  gummed  to  windows  in 
criss-cross  patterns  will  prevent,  or  minimise,  the  shattering  of  the 
glass  by  bomb  explosions.  Since  the  behaviour  of  glass  under 
strain  and  impact  is  of  particular  importance  to  my  Company, 
its  research  laboratory  has  carried  out  a  number  of  experiments 
to  ascertain  the  shatter  point  of  different  types  of  glass  now  fre- 
quently seen  in  use  as  intended  to  prevent  splintering,  and  I  think 
that  the  results  may  be  of  general  interest.  Ten  types  of  glass 
were  tested.  The  method  of  test  was  to  take  a  number  of  samples 
of  each  type  12  in.  square  and  to  drop  on  each  one  a  steel  ball 
weighing  i  lb.  from  a  minimum  height,  increasing  the  height  by 
stages  until  the  sample  broke  into  two  or  more  large  fragments. 
Mere  cracking  was  not  recorded  as  a  break.  The  shatter  point 
given  below  is  the  average  taken  of  the  various  samples.  VVhere 
strips  of  reinforcing  material  are  referred  to  they  were  i  in.  wide 
and  3  in.  apart,  arranged  in  diamond  pattern.  In  all  cases  the 
ball  was  allowed  to  fall  on  the  sample  on  the  side  remote  from 
the  reinforcing  material.  Ordinary  24-oz.  sheet  and  ^-in.  plate 
glass  broke  at  i  ft.  9  in.  and  i  ft.  10  in.  respectively,  while  the 
same  types  of  glass  reinforced  with  paper  strips,  i-in.  wide  and 
arranged  in  diamond  fashion,  broke  at  i  ft.  11  in.  and  2  ft.  i  in. 
Sheet  glass  reinforced  with  cellophane-type  material,  either 
covering  the  whole  window  or  in  strips,  and  sheet  glass  reinforced 
with  adhesive  tape,  both  broke  at  6  ft.  ;  plate  glass  reinforced 
with  cellophane-type  material  broke  at  8  ft.  6  in.,  and  plate  rein- 
forced with  adhesive  tape  at  9  ft.  6  in. ;  sheet  laminated  safety 
glass  broke  at  18  ft.,  and  Georgian  cast  wired  glass  at  22  ft.  In 
the  case  of  glasses  reinforced  with  cellophane-type  material  it 
was  found  that  almost  identical  results  were  achieved  whether 
the  whole  pane  was  covered  with  the  material  or  with  strips  in 


diamond  formation.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  treatment 
of  glass  with  paper  strips,  probably  the  commonest  form  of  rein- 
forcement, is  almost  useless,  and  that  householders  are  sacrificing 
light  and  shopkeepers  the  display  value  of  their  windows  without 
any  added  protection  whatsoever.  It  should  perhaps  be  empha- 
sised that  no  kind  of  reinforcing  material  and  no  known  form  of 
glass  will  be  of  much  use  if  a  bomb  drops  in  close  proximity  to  it 
or  if  the  glass  is  struck  by  a  large  fragment.  The  whole  value  of 
any  kind  of  reinforcement  depends  entirely  on  the  nature  of  the 
bomb,  its  proximity  to  the  glass,  and  whether  the  glass  has  to 
resist  blast  or  direct  impact.  The  results  of  the  test  are  of  use 
only  to  show  relative  values  of  different  methods  of  reinforcing 
glass.

Difficulties  of  Vocational  Organisation 

Sir, — For  some  time  now  a  desire  has  been  expressed  by 
pharmacists  for  a  definition  of  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  view  of  the  encroachments  on  our  trade,  and  although 
so  far  we  have  not  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  legally  defined 
position,  it  would  seem  that  the  judgment  reported  this  week 
(C.  &-  D.,  December  16,  p.  541)  should  carry  us  a  step  farther 
towards  this  end.  It  is  a  coincidence  that  a  case  of  this  kind 
should  occur  at  the  same  time  as  the  question  of  vocational 
organisation  has  been  a  subject  for  discussion,  and  it  is  an  inter- 
esting point  to  consider  that  a  covenant  of  the  description  men- 
tioned really  constitutes  the  application  of  vocationalism  under 
specified  circumstances.  It  is  not  uncommon  in  newly  developed 
estates  for  the  builders  to  stipulate  there  shall  be  only  one  shop 
leased  or  sold  to  each  separate  trade,  as  such  an  agreement  is  a 
strong  selling  point,  ensuring  a  prospective  trader  an  opportunity 
to  establish  his  business  on  a  firm  basis  without  immediate  or 
unfair  competition.  But  even  in  the  event  of  such  a  definite 
covenant  it  is  not  always  possible  to  secure  agreement  between 
two  parties  on  the  subject  of  the  proper  scope  of  their  respective 
trades,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in  the  case  reported  it 
required  an  action  to  settle  the  point  that  a  covenant  not  to  carry 
on  any  trade  or  business  other  than  grocers  and  provision  dealers 
did  not  include  the  right  to  sell  drugs  and  medicines.  The 
distinctions  which  such  a  vocational  council  would  have  to  decide 
are  in  effect  the  same  as  those  coming  under  a  covenant  for  the 
tenancy  of  shops  in  relation  to  restricted  trades,  and  some  of  these 
difficulties  are  particular  to  the  chemist's  business.  For  example, 
many  chemists  hold  optical  qualifications.  If  a  chemist,  who  was 
also  a  qualified  optician,  rented  a  shop  with  a  restrictive  clause 
in  the  lease,  would  he  be  able  to  carry  on  optical  work  in  addition 
to  pharmacy?  If  he  could,  would  that  prevent  an  optician  from 
opening  a  purely  optical  business  in  the  same  block  ?  Conversely, 
if  the  optician  had  commenced  first,  would  the  chemist  be  de- 
barred from  adding  a  sight-testing  department  to  his  pharmacy  ? 
Photographic  work  is  a  matter  which  has  been  mentioned  in  the 
discussion  on  vocational  employment.  Many  traders  besides 
chemists  and  photographers  deal  in  films  and  photographic 
requisites ;  if  one  of  these  was  already  established  in  a  row  of 
shops  where  a  trading  restriction  was  part  of  the  lease,  and  after- 
wards a  chemist  opened,  which  of  them  would  have  the  right  to 
the  photographic  trade,  the  man  who  was  already  doing  it,  or 
the  chemist  to  whom  it  is  a  normal  part  of  his  business?  Con- 
fectionery is  another  commodity  to  which  it  would  be  difficult 
to  draw  a  definite  line.  Most  chemists  sell  barley  sugars,  and 
although  they  may  be  primarily  sweets,  yet  they  are  ordered 
frequently  by  doctors  for  sickness  and  are  given  also  in  hospitals 
before  and  after  operations,  and  in  this  direction  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  chemist's  business.  Syphons  of  soda  water  are 
more  commonly  associated  now  with  drinks,  but  they  are  also 
ordered  in  cases  of  illness.  In  spite  of  all  these  articles  on  the 
border  line  between  two  different  trades  there  are  many  goods 
sold  today  by  unqualified  traders  which  cannot  by  any  specious 
argument  be  claimed  as  part  of  their  business,  and  all  pharmacists 
will  uphold  your  contention  that  a  firm  stand  should  be  made  to 
secure  that  practice  of  pharmacy  for  which  they  are  legally 
qualified. — Yours  faithfully,

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Dressings  in  South  Africa

able promptitude ;  the  position  was  not  improved  when,  in  the 
early  days  of  the  war,  the  issue  of  export  licences  was  held  up 
without  apparent  reason.  There  are  ample  opportunities  for 
shipment ;  a  great  number  of  ships  sail  from  this  country  with 
their  holds  far  from  filled  to  capacity. — Yours  faithfully.

Changes  in  Pharmacy 

Sir, — Some  of  the  chemists  of  1868  (C.  &■  D.,  December  16, 
P-  539)  would  be  extremely  surprised  if  they  could  return  to  us 
and  inspect  a  modern  pharmacy,  indeed  they  might  wonder  if 
they  were  really  visiting  a  chemist's  shop.  The  carboys  and  the 
specie  jars  of  their  windows  have  been  displaced  by  miscellaneous 
displays  of  toilet  goods  and  fancy  articles  with  here  and  there  a 
few  bottles  of  wholesale  packed  drugs,  just  to  keep  up  a  show  of 
the  proper  business  of  the  proprietor.  The  shop  rounds  which 
faced  the  customers  have  left  their  shelves  to  make  room  for 
proprietaries.  Prescriptions  would  appear  strange  to  them,  as 
instead  of  the  nicely  balanced  mixture  or  the  pill  complete  with 
workable  excipient  and  directions  written  out  in  full  Latin, 
there  are  the  printed  forms  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  and 
doctors  order  ready-made  tablets,  proprietaries,  or  Formulary 
mixtures  with  abbreviated  titles.  Truly  we  may  ask  ourselves  in 
spite  of  all  our  extended  .syllabus  and  intensified  scientific 
education,  were  they  the  real  pharmacists,  or  are  we  ?

Wages  During  Sickness 

Sir, — The  question  of  payment  of  wages  during  sickness 
(C.  &■  D.,  December  9,  p.  529)  is  of  primary  importance  to 
pharmacists.  If  an  employee  is  away  on  account  of  illness  for  a 
few  days  or  even  for  two  or  three  weeks,  I  imagine  there  are  few 
chemist  employers  who  would  refuse  to  pay  his  salary,  quite 
apart  from  any  legal  liability,  but  if  the  absence  is  prolonged  into 
a  period  of  months  it  becomes  a  difierent  matter,  because  in 
addition  to  paying  the  absentee's  wages  a  temporary  assistant 
must  be  employed.  You  point  out  that  the  safeguard  is  for  the 
employer  to  have  a  special  contract  covering  this,  or  a  clause  in 
the  contract  of  employment,  and  it  would  appear  that  before 
long  it  will  be  necessary  for  all  employer  pharmacists  to  have  a 
definite  form  of  contract  for  employees,  just  as  they  have  in- 
dentures for  apprentices,  covering  the  various  claims  that  may 
arise.  I  presume  it  is  possible  for  an  employer  to  take  out  an 
insurance  policy  against  this  or,  if  the  illness  is  likely  to  be 
prolonged,  give  the  usual  notice  to  terminate  employment.

Sir, — I  have  read  several  letters  from  your  readers  as  to  the 
effect  of  the  black-out  on  business  and  dispensing  in  the  evenings. 
These  have  been  mostly  from  towns,  but  I  can  assure  your  readers 
that  the  position  is  just  the  same  in  country  villages.  The  black- 
out in  the  country  is,  if  anything,  a  shade  or  two  darker  than  that 
of  the  towns,  and  there  is  a  lack  of  inclination  of  people  to  be  out 
much  after  dark.  My  closing  hour  has  always  been  7  p.m.  and 
were  it  not  for  the  lateness  of  the  surgery  hours  of  one  doctor  I 
should  certainly  (with  the  permission  of  the  local  Insurance  Com- 
mittee) close  at  6  p.m.  providing  always  that  urgent  prescriptions 
would  be  dispensed.  I  strongly  object  to  burning  three  electric 
lights  for  an  hour  or  two  with  no  customers  to  serve.  Another 
thing  I  have  noticed  is  that  there  is  less  urgency  in  medicine 
today.  The  casual  visitor  to  the  doctor  as  well  as  the  old-stager 
either  send  for  or  fetch  their  medicine  the  next  morning,  which 
seems  fair  proof  that  the  black-out  is  the  cause  of  less  evening 
trade  and  dispensing.  I  am  writing  this  on  Friday — it  should  be 
my  busy  day,  but  it  has  poured  with  rain  all  day  and  there  has 
been  no  one  about,  and  I  know  that  in  two  hours'  time  there  will 
be  precious  little  chance  of  any  more  business — Black  Friday 
indeed. — Yours  truly.

/.  C.  (14/11). — Drying  cows'  udders. — There  are  many  ways 
of  doing  this,  but  none  so  good  as  the  old  method  of  giving  bold 
doses  of  alum.  From  four  to  eight  ounces  of  alum  should  be 
given  as  a  dose,  and  the  milk  not  all  drawn  at  a  time,  while 
longer  and  longer  intervals  are  allowed  to  elapse  between  the 
milkings.  A  good  way  of  sending  out  a  drench  of  this  kind  is  by 
the  addition  of  bacc.  juniperi  |  oz.,  coarsely  powdered,  with 
instructions  to  mix  it  with  three  pints  of  boiling  water  and  give 
it  to  the  cow  when  it  cools  to  the  temperature  of  new  milk. 
Potass,  bitart.  is  also  used  for  the  purpose,  in  doses  of  a  pound 
by  itself,  or  half  that  quantity  with  4  oz.  of  alum  coloured  with 
bole.  The  following  is  a  good  drying  dose  for  a  cow : —

T.  A.  C.  (9/11) — Smoking  habit. — One  of  the  most  drastic 
courses  for  this  purpose  is  the  use  of  a  mouth  wash  consisting 
of  a  weak  solution  of  copper  sulphate  or  moistening  the  cigarette 
end  with  a  few  drops  of  the  solution.  The  repugnant  taste 
produced  in  the  mouth  by  the  combination  resulting  from  the 
action  of  tobacco  smoke  on  the  copper  sulphate  may  be  removed 
by  rinsing  the  mouth  with  lemon  juice  or  vinegar.  Another 
method  is  the  use  of  a  mouth  wash  consisting  of  dilute  hydrogen 
peroxide  solution  with  a  small  amount  of  tannic  acid.

Drug  Auctions 

Periodical  drug  auctions  have  been  held  in  London  for  genera- 
tions, and  there  is  not  at  present  any  prospect  of  their  discon- 
tinuance, though  occasionally  voices  are  heard  in  advocacy  of 
their  less  frequent  occurrence.  We  should  be  disposed  to  think 
that  no  small  part  of  the  pre-eminence  of  our  port  as  a  centre 
for  the  drug  trade  is  due  to  these  auctions,  and  that  the  publicity 
which  attends  all  transactions  at  the  sales  is  of  immeasureabl 
service  in  attracting  shipments  of  drugs  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  to  London  warehouses.  The  only  other  markets,  so  far 
as  we  are  aware,  where  public  auctions  of  drugs  and  goods  of 
similar  character  are  now  held  at  fixed  intervals  are  Amsterdam 
and  Rotterdam,  and  the  transactions  in  these  cities  are  confined 
to  varnish  gums,  and  cinchona.  But  the  extension  of  steamship 
communication,  the  striving  of  Continental  nations  for  colonial 
acquisitions,  the  extraordinary  growth  of  the  industrial  impor- 
tance of  Germany  and  the  United  States,  and  a  variety  of  other 
causes  have  called  into  existence  during  the  last  twenty  years 
a  number  of  drug  markets  of  some  importance  where  there  is  a 
disposition  to  look  upon  London  with  something  like  jealousy. 
These  markets  are  still  forced  to  follow  our  lead,  and  probably 
will  continue  to  do  so  for  many  years ;  and  both  New  York  and 
Hamburg,  our  principal  competitors,  are  at  the  same  time 
among  our  best  customers  for  raw  drugs.
